The Examiner asserts that each method of detection or collection device would require a 
separate search and would therefore be unduly burdensome. Applications respectfully disagree. 
The detection and collection devices are used in a method for measuring a marker of clinical or 
sub-clinical inflammation or irritation of mammalian skin. Accordingly, the search would not 
pose an undue burden on the Examiner. Nevertheless, to be fully responsive, Applicants hereby 
elect the analyzing method set forth in claim 6 and the collection device set forth in claim 2.
